The tower which forms the base of the 
steeple is three and a half bricks thick, 
well built in cement mortar and yet, 
owing to its exposed position, the rain 
soaked through this’ brickwork and 
gravitated to the walls of the room below 
the general roof level.

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HENDON TECHNICAL INSTITUTE.

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BUILDING AND EMERGENCY. 


)  Seereaes the national impassivity and calmness 
which have been noticeable features of the present 
state of crisis, a considerable degree of organising 
activity has been taking place in the building industry. 
The chief concern has been to devise a scheme for 
putting the building trade upon a war-time footing, 
for it is clear that in the event of hostilities commencing— 
for which this country and its Allies must stand prepared, 
though in our view the weight of probability is against 
it—building will certainly not come to a stop. Work 
such as the construction of camps for Militia and 
evacuation, munition factories and extension to and 
maintenance of factories, and a volume of replacement 
work due to aircraft operations (the extent of which we 
have no means of estimating but which we must all 
hope will be small) will necessarily proceed, as must also 
structural work for A.R.P., where this is not complete. 


For this the services of some sections of the con- 
structional professions, of materials manufacturers and 
of the operatives will be essential. Equally essential 
will be the need to ensure that at all times and in all 
places the full requirements of men and materials be 
made available for Government activity. It is clear 
that such arrangements can best be made within the 
industry and by the industry’s own representatives, 
working in conjunction with the Government, and this, 
in fact, is just what is in process of accomplishment. 
Of equal importance is the scheme—prepared by the 
Home Office in conjunction with Building Industries’ 
National Council—for setting up a Building Technical 
Advisory Committee which will provide official infor- 
mation on standards of protective design. This scheme 
(details of which are given on page 353) is already in 
being, and is a work in which the Building Industries’ 
National Council has largely concerned itself, acting 
in its capacity as the central organisation of the 
British building industry. 

In common with all rational persons in England and 
the world, we must fervently express the hope that the 
precautions which have been laid will never require to 
be set in motion. But until the dangers which threaten 
our peace and welfare, and the peace and welfare of 
others are dispersed, no effort must be relaxed to fit 
and equip ourselves for every eventuality. In this 
direction, the component sections of the building in- 
dustry have played and are playing their parts. 

The R.I.B.A., as an example, has done good service 
by compiling a register of its members which, we have 
reason to believe, has been made good use of by the 
Government. The National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers last May advised its members that 
their duty was to get into touch with local authorities in 
order to assist in forming rescue and demolition squads 
for service in the event of aerial attack. The Operatives’ 
Federation has also done good work by encouraging 
its members to volunteer to man those squads—a work 
which is highly essential and can only be done effectively 
by experts. We gather from a broadcast last week 
by Mr. George Hicks, M.P. (President of the National 
Federation of Building Trade Operatives), that the 
squads were not then up to full strength. We fully 
expect that by this time the numerical deficiencies have 
largely been made good, but there is still room for ad- 
ditional members for a vital branch of defence, the 
importance of which is obvious. 

For the rest, we are certain that each and every 
member of the industry can best fulfil his duty to the 
country by doing the work nearest at hand. By so 
acting, we can largely minimise the degree of economic 
disruption which is not the least important element of 
an international alarm. 
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BUILDING FOR BUSINESS. 


TH next Exhibition of the Royal Institute of British 

Architects will deal with “ Building for Business ” 
and is due to open at 66, Portland-place on October 12. 
It will show by means of photographs, diagrammatic 
plans and models past and present architectural practice, 
at home and abroad, in the designing of banks, offices 
and shops. 

The idea behind the Exhibition will not be so much to 
demonstrate “the publicity value of good architec- 
ture ” as to show how good design and skilled planning 
can assist business efficiency. It is no secret that 
“ shirt-front ” design, by eminent architects who have 
not concerned themselves to any extent with the 
working of the premises, has not invariably been suc- 
cessful ; on the other hand, business premises, large or 
small, which have been designed as an entity, have 
fully justified themselves. This aspect will be stressed 
—particularly as regards the small country shop and 
business house—in the Exhibition, which eventually is 
to go on tour in the provinces. 

It is difficult to over-estimate the value to architects 
and architecture of these exhibitions, especially in 
provincial towns. The interest taken in them is shown 
by the size of attendances. Both the “ Building for 
Business” Exhibition and that of “ Building for 
Medical Service ”—which is to be the principal spring 
exhibition of next year—will be awaited with interest. 


THE S.P.A.B. REPORT. 


A! a time when Europe is facing the possibility of 

destruction on a scale at which the imagination 
boggles, the Annual Report of the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Buildings, making its usual 
appearance, brings, by its emphasis on preservation, 
a welcome atmosphere of sanity which is. a comfort 
to the mind. Even here, however, we have to read of 
destruction, or intended destruction, but we read also 
of the magnificent fight that is being put up against it, 
and of the care that is being given to the repair and 
preservation of much of the gracious building work of 
past times. 

Like its many predecessors, the Report under notice 
(the sixty-second) is full of interest for the antiquarian, 
the architect, and indeed for all who are interested in 
old buildings. It contains a full account of the Society’s 
many activities, and records and illustrates many 
successful instances of protection or repair. Two 
typical examples—a church in Yorkshire and a wind- 
mill in Suffolk—are reproduced from the Report in this 
issue (pages 353 and 349). The Georgian Group, 
founded in 1937, appears to have been particularly 
active, and has interposed (successfully in many cases) 
where buildings of the Georgian period have been 
threatened. In this connection it is gratifying to note 
that the Society has itself guaranteed the preservation 
of two old houses of distinction, by taking over as their 
new offices Nos. 55 and 57, Great Ormond Street, W.C. 
Dating from about 1740, these houses are dignified 
examples of their period, and have been skilfully re- 
conditioned and adapted by Mr. J. E. M. Macgregor. 

In one respect the present Report is more notable than 
any of its predecessors ; it contains an illustration of a 
modern building especially designed to harmonise with 
a setting of eighteenth-century houses. This is the 
new Playhouse in Beaumont Street, Oxford, designed 
by Mr. Edward Maufe, A.R.A., who is complimented 
by the Committee on “ an example of architectural good 
manners.”

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NOTES and NEWS 


A.R.P. in Trade Buildings: 
Issue of Revised Code. 


Owners and occupiers of industrial and 
commercial premises affected by the Civil 
Defence Act have a direct interest in the 
“* Revised Code of Air Raid Shelters for 
Persons working in Factories, Mines, and 
Commercial Buildings,” and the ‘‘ Revised 
List of Specified Areas under the Act [Civil 
Defence (Specified Areas) Order, 1939],”’ 
issued by H.M. Stationery Office. They 
bear the date August 14, which marks the 
beginning of the period of three months 
in which those concerned must report 
what they have done, or are doing, to pro- 
vide shelter for workpeople as required by 
the Act. 

The Revised Code does not differ essenti- 
ally from the Provisional Code which it 
supersedes; an accompanying memoran- 
dum sets forth in parallel] columns the re- 
quirements of the two. The subject 
matter of the Code has been re-arranged, 
and the specific statutory, requirements 
are stated in Part I, while incidental 
matter, including methods on which guid- 
ance is given, is in Part II. Regulations 
have also been issued for the claiming 
of the grant payable in respect of capi- 
tal expenditure on shelters completed, or 
in respect of preparatory measures taken, 
to the satisfaction of the Minister, by Sep- 
tember 30. Other documents issued in- 
clude the rules governing the exemption 
from building by-laws in respect of certain 
buildings constructed for Civil Defence 
purposes, including the construction of 
air raid shelters [Civil Defence (Exemp- 
tion of Works of Shelter) Regulations, 
1939] ; and the regulations referring to sec- 
tions 22 and 38 of the Civil Defence Act, 
establishing ‘‘ reasonable expenditure ” 
on shelters in respect of which grant will 
be payable [Civil Defence (Air Raid 
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Shelter Standards of Expenditure) Regu- 
lations, 1939]. 


The Central Register 
of Architects. 

Tue following announcement is issued 
by the R.I.B.A.: Architects who are 
(a) members of the R.I.B.A., (b) mem- 
bers of an R.I.B.A. Allied Society, or (c) 
registered architects not attached to any 
body, who have filled up cards of enrol- 
ment in the Central Register, were asked 
to state if they were already members 
of Territorial, Reserve or Auxiliary Forces 
or under any other such obligation. 

It is desired to keep the information 
on the register cards up to date, and 
architects who, since enrolling, have 
undertaken, or in future undertake, obli- 
gations involving full-time service in time 
of war with H.M. Forces (Regular, Terri- 
torial, Reserve or Auxiliary), or with the 
Civil Defence Services, are therefore re- 
quested to inform the Secretary of the 
R.I.B.A. Emergency Panel, 66, Portland- 
place, London, W.1, who will pass on the 
information to the Ministry of Labour. 


It would be appreciated if architects 


would take similar action in notifying the 
Secretary of the R.I.B.A. Emergency 
Panel of (a) Change of home address, 
(b) Change of employer, (c) Acquisition 
of additional professional qualification, or 
any other matters likely to affect the use- 
fulness of the Register. 


Protection of the Cathedrals: 
Some Preventive Measures. 

THE problem of securing protection of 
cathedrals from possible enemy action 
is one to which much thought has been 
given by their guardians. It has been 
found that little can be done to protect 
the fabrics themselves. Sandbags may be 
resorted to in certain cases. The chief 
danger to be feared is from fire, and at 
Westminster Abbey and St. Paul’s Cathe- 
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dral efforts are being concentrated in this 
direction. The staffs at both cathedrals, 
including vergers and workmen, have 
been trained in fire-fighting duties. \ 
scheme initiated at St. Paul’s Cathedr2] 
some time ago is considered to be highiy 
efficient. There are hydrants on every 
level of the building, and water can be 
thrown right over the dome and cross. 
The Building Committee of Liverpoc| 
Anglican Cathedral have given carc- 
ful consideration to the question of 


how the cathedral could be  pro- 
tected from air raids in the evert 
of an outbreak of war. The great 


proportions of the cathedral, we learn, 
even in its uncompleted state, have forced 
the committee to the conclusion that the 
cost of protecting the windows and other 
vulnerable parts of the structure would 
be prohibitive. Consequently it has been 
decided to leave the building as it is, and 
hope for the best. To render the stained 
glass windows, many of them very high 
up, reasonably safe from damage, would 
involve an outlay which the committee 
did not feel themselves justified in facing. 
Their view is that, if the worst hap- 
pened, it would cost less to replace 
shattered glass and its stone framework 
than to enter on an extensive protective 
scheme. However, the many valuable 
treasures which the cathedral possesses 
can be placed beyond harm’s way, and 
this step will be taken in the event of 
an emergency arising.

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An Australian Memorial 


to King George V. . 

A COMPETITION is to be held for designs 
for a memorial to King George V at 
Sydney, Australia, open to Australians 
only, whether resident in the Common- 
wealth or abroad. The cost is limited to 
£6,000, and the first premium is £100. 


Whitehall: 
A War Office Record Office. 
Whitehall, the famous Elizabethan 


mansion at Shrewsbury, is to be put to 
new uses. Built in 1581 by ‘“ Maister 
Richard Prince,” a lawyer, it was pur- 
chased nine years ago by the Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings, and 
subsequently let first as a club and later 
as a guesthouse. The Society’s sixty- 
second annual report states that neither 
of these ventures having been successful, 
the property has now been let to the War 
Office for the purpose of storing records. 
The name Whitehall is derived from the 
practice of the time when the house was 
built, of whitening the exterior of the 
building with lime as a stone preservative. 


Proposed Bridge 
over the Severn. 

At an estimated cost of over £100,000, 
the Gloucester City Council is to build a 
new bridge over the River Severn for 
traffic on the Gloucester-Ross road. The 
scheme has been approved by the Minister 
of Transport, who has now made a grant 
from the Road Fund. A contribution of 
£5,000 has also been made by the Severn 
Development Association. The future 
bridge, a five-span reinforced concrete 
structure, will be built alongside the obso- 
lete Westgate Bridge, which it will ulti- 
mately replace. Work is expected to be- 
gin almost immediately, and the scheme 
will probably be completed in 1941. 






STANDARDS OF 
PROTECTIVE DESIGN 


A Buitpine TecunicaL Advisory Com- 
mittee, which will provide official infor- 
mation on standards of protective design, 
has been set up at the Home Office under 
the control of Dr. R. E. Stradling, the 
Director of the Building Research Station, 
in his capacity of Director of Research 
and Experiment to the Home Office. The 
new committee will ensure that the full 
technical resources of the building in- 
dustry, particularly of the manufacturing 
and supplying sections, will be at the dis- 
posal of the Lord Privy Seal. 

The following will represent the build- 
ing materials group—Major V. Lefebure, 
who has been chairman for a considerable 
period of the Air Raid Precautions Com- 
mittee of the Building Industries National 
Council; Mr. W. O. Woodward, represent- 
ing the timber interests; Major R. A. 
Smith, representing the Cement Makers’ 
Federation; Colonel Rowe, representing 
the brick manufacturers; Mr. M. A. 
Whitehouse, representing clay and allied 
products; and Mr. James Halliday, repre- 
senting constructional steel. 

The Building Industries National Coun- 
cil, in addition to its work in connection 
with air raid precautions, has been work- 
ing on the compilation, in conjunction 
with the Reinforced Concrete Association, 
of a code of practice to govern the con- 
struction of reinforced concrete framed 
buildings, which has a particular bearing 
on certain aspects of air raid precautions 
and defence work. 





The new Building Technical Advisory 
Committee is likely to have far-reaching 
effects on the building industry. The 
Building Industries’ National Council are 
to be congratulated on their tact and 
perseverance, which have had their in- 
fluence upon the Lord Privy Seal. He 
has now available for consultation some 
of the best brains of the constructional 
professions and the building industry. 

Last year the Building Industries’ 
National Council set up an Air Raid 
Precautions Committee, which elected 
Major V. Lefebure as Chairman. Last 
February the Committee, after detailed 
investigation, drafted a comprehensive 
memorandum dealing with the relations 
of the Building industry to air raid pre- 
cautions, and this was submitted to Sir 
John Anderson. Since then a deputation 
from the Council has waited on Sir John, 
and three further memoranda have been 
sent. 

According to the first memorandum 
submitted to the Lord Privy Seal, there 
is need for more basic data, and the 
following example is given of lack of in- 
formation: There might well be a real 
possibility that in certain cases in the 
future the best form of protection against 
air raids for a small house will be inside 
instead of outside. But more information 
will be required as to the penetrative re- 
sistance of the vertical walls; the effect 
of blast, not only upon the walls but upon 
the inhabitants; and the effect of blast 
through narrow apertures into the volume 
of outer rooms and past interior light 
panels and doors. The possibility of pro- 
viding refuges in houses is said to be one 
of the major problems of civil defence, 
and illustrates the need that the defence 
programme, even though it be regarded 
as secret, should be framed in consulta- 
tion with the building industry. Clearly 
this is also a matter of house design, and 
therefore the advice of the architects on 
the Committee will be of particular value. 











August 29.—The particular moment at 
which I am writing this Diary makes it 
infinitely difficult to foresee what, at the 
time of its being published, will have 
happened. During a period of violent 
change, such as everybody anticipates at 
the. moment, it is possible that matter 
published four days after the time of writ- 
ing will be completely stale, and could, in 
fact, look incongruous according to the 
events that were taking place at the 
time of its publication. 


In common with almost every other 
architect other than those devoted to 
A.R.P. work, I am merely in a state of 
holding things back until such time as 
one knows precisely whether or not jobs 
in hand are worth continuing; and such 
has been the state for the past few 
months. 

How far this situation is to the ultimate 
advantage of a country is difficult to 
assess. Certainly the period has given a 
chance for a distribution of thought and 
an introspection which are not normal to 
a boom period. Most of the architects T 
know have side-tracked their former 
activities into a form of A.R.P. practice; 
and that, no matter how one may look 
upon it from a purely financial or social 
point of view, is utterly demoralising from 
the point of creating architecture and fine 
building. 

Howarp LEICESTER, among many others, 
has gone in for this work with probably 
more intelligence than the average de- 
signer. In the process of building blocks 
of flats, he foresaw the necessity for in- 
corporating some kind of shelter; and for 
this reason went to Paris and studied cer- 
tain of the shelters that have been built 
in that city. The result of his investiga- 
tions has been incorporated into a shelter 
in Porchester Gate, in Bayswater, which 
represents the last word 
shelters. It has submarine doors, air- 
generating plants, a small operating 
theatre, and all the etceteras that go into 
the making possible of a long stay. 

Leicester, in fact, is a man of unusual 
drive. He has been in practice on his 
own account for four years, and has 
achieved an enormous amount of work 
in that time. He was brought up in 
India, where his father was in the Army, 
and was articled to an architect in that 
country before coming over to England 
and taking his R.I.B.A. examinations. 
[f I remember rightly, he returned to the 
East after that time, and did quite well in 
partnership with another archifect; then 
returned to work with Str JoHn Burnet, 
Tarr AND LoRNE, about the time that Sel- 
fridge’s was being built. Because of the 
trend that architecture was taking, that 
is, financial, he took a course in econo- 
mics; and, although one is prone to re- 
gard the financial side of architecture as 
a bad thing, Howard Leicester does appear 
to have combined the two aspects of de- 
sign and finance in a reasonably intelli- 
gent way. 

I asked him about this aspect of his 
ideas, and he wrote me an opinion which 
I reproduce as a quotation :— 

“Owing to the exceptional conditions on 
the investment market on the one side and 
the artificially depressed trade conditions on 
the other, there is to-day a wide margin 
between the cost of erection of buildings, in- 
cluding building sites, and the capital value 
of revenue-producing property. Should the 
present or partial slump position adjust 
itself in the investment market this factor 
will make it possible to realise substantial 
capital profits on the outright sale of pro- 
perties. The-engagement of this country in 
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a European or world war would set back for 
the period of war and reparation the true 
value of property investment which would 
again right itself with the money standard. 

‘‘The effects of valuation of money must 
also be taken into consideration. It is im- 
material whether this country returns to the 
Gold Standard on the pre-war basis, or 
makes the present devaluation of sterling 
permanent as far as ultimate value of 
necessities (of which housing is one of the 
foremost) are concerned. In other words, 
whatever monetary policy is adopted, these 
prices always return to a normal level on 
the Gold Standard basis in due course. 

‘“Owing to the rather arbitrary financial 
policy artificial conditions regarding prices 
have been produced which, just now and, of 
course, for a limited period only, make the 
true cost of building in a slump period 
abnormally low, and it is perfectly safe to 
predict an ultimate considerable increase in 
both revenue and capital value from build- 
ings erected now. Measured in real money, 
this appreciation in value is bound to take 
place whatever monetary policy may be 
adopted in the future. It has been proved 
always and everywhere that investment in 
property is the safe and most advantageous 
way to benefit by temporary dislocation and 
disturbance of true values. 

“It is well to remember that three-fifths 
of the population of this world have, as their 
so-called ‘common denomination’ silver, 
whereas the gold standard is the representa- 
tion of the remaining two-fifths of the 
people. Barter, or the exchange of coffee for 
copra, would not affect the true value of 
property, which value is merely its value in 
relation to what it can produce, either in 
terms of rent, pleasure or betel nuts.”

GERALD LEANSE, a director of Welling 
Estates, Ltd., is another who has a drive 
towards achievement. Leanse and I had 
supper together recently, and over this 
meal he propounded an idea he hadwhich 
bewilders me to some extent, because I 
am not a student of economics; but it 
seems to me to contain, on the surface, 
the germ of an extraordinarily fine idea. 
His point is that, at the moment, all 
property owners are sellers and not 
buyers; there is no adequate insurance 
of property in the event of war; and that 
is why the selling market is so strong. 
Property as a form of currency is quite 
as good as gold, from a purely financial 
point of view; and, ultimately, all pri- 
vate property ownership should be taken 
out of private hands. His scheme is that 
anybody who wants to sell his buildings 
could do so to the Government. The 
Government would acquire it, and bonds 
of 50 years’ duration would be handed 
over to the building owner in return for 
the building. These would be redeemable 
at ‘the banks, and the building would be 
continued on a rental basis; that basis 
to work out so that the building was 
paid for at the end of fifty years. After 
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that time leases could be renewed, and, 
if necessary, the building rebuilt, the 
Government paying for this and chargiag 
rent to the people who took it over. 

The scheme is remarkable in so far as 
it would suit the average property owzer 
at the moment; it would suit the bui'd- 
ing societies, and it would suit the soc:al 
thinkers. In fifty years’ time it would 
mean that the greater part of the country 
would be owned by the State; and here, 
of course, one would automatically have 
to run a parallel policy that the Stzete 
ultimately became a service State rather 
than a power State. It means that recon- 
struction over the whole country covld 
take place for town planning schemes; 
and the biggest bugbear—that is, the pri- 
vate ownership of property—would be ‘e- 
moved for large-scale development. 

Wren’s plan of London was made im- 
possible by the claims of the private pro- 
perty owners; the L.C.C. authorities could 
not enlarge one street in London at the 
moment for that reason. The owner of 
private property to-day finds that in- 
creased land values add to the financial 
importance of his building, and therefore 
will not let it go unless he is compen- 
sated in a way that no Government could 
afford. The cost of widening Oxford- 
street, or the Strand, for instance, would 
be something astronomical in terms of 
finance. 

I believe that Leanse has put forward 
a fine and simple idea. It may be that 
readers interested in economics will have 
some reply, in which case their opinions 
will be of value.

The whole subject is many-sided; but 
the air requires to be cleared, not by 
small-scale operations, but by some large- 
scale idea, which should remove the 
chaos that is cluttering up our develop- 
ment. A dictator could do it, but a 
dictator is a bad thing in a social régime. 
The State could do it, but the State must 
be a service one, and not dominated by 
power-mongers. 

JANE Drew, an old friend of mine and 
one of the more vigorous women archi- 
tects, recently gave me a vivid picture 
of Hackney, where she has taken on 8 
job, together with Joun Grey and JosyPH 
Hii, of completing a survey of A.R.P. 
necessities for the local Council. 

It has been her job to visit each house 
(probably thirty to fifty houses a day) to 
ascertain what precautions the Council 
must take to protect the inhabitants. 
The questions that the form asks brou:ht 
out some curious answers from the popu- 
lation. In the first place, very few of 
the women know what their husbands 
earn—the only clue that the architectural 
investigators. can work on is whether or 
not they would go on the dole in the 
event of their being unemployed, which 
proves them to be earning under £5 8 
week and to be allowed a free shelter, 
therefore. So far, they have come across 
five people earning this amount. 

In most cases, the people do not ever 
know the name of the agent who collects 
their rents. He calls once a week, and 
they have no idea where he comes from 
or anything about him. When it comes 
to asking how many people live ia % 
house, it is a question of counting up the 
number of people in each room, whick 
is quite a long job. They have found that 
there is a different landlord for cach 
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and as Jane Drew explained, 
there is not the slightest element of a 
divine discontent. The best catered-for 
mem!rs of the community are the post-

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CIVIC PLANNING—XI 
UNITY OF PLAN 
By JAMES BURFORD, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I. 


So far I have been discussing, more or 
less separately, the parts, bits, and pieces 
that are material for civic unity. In the 
last analysis it is the achievement of that 
unity, of that reciprocity between con- 
trary needs and warring elements, of that 
welding together of these heterogeneous 
forms and factors into a single structure 
of efficiency and value, that constitutes the 
art of civic composition. It is architec- 
ture, if you choose to put it so, but archi- 
tecture on a wide expansive scale, meeting 
an endless variety of obligations and re- 
quirements, with a constant change in 
visual form or scenical effect. 

Now, all that is exciting enough to satisfy 
the most exacting and, may I add, hard

enough to keep the fortitude of civic 
heroes tautly stretched on the rack of 
hope, with, now and then, until things 
alter (turning the victim to the brighter 
side), a small alleviation.

To select 
a single instance of the apt use of difficulties to 
secure satisfactory planning it may be noted 
that the convergence and recession of the 
chancel end of the church are turned to good 
account by their repetition on the opposite 
side of the flanking road. The whole of the 
Strassburg plan, especially in its wider issues, 
deserves the most careful attention. 


This ultimate unity of civic composition 
and happy discipline of form and function, 
of all that goes to make up the life and 
picture of the town or city—that is the aim 
we have before us, that is the predeter- 
mined end of our endeavour. Not that I

suggest the end of planning is in sight. 
There is, from the planner’s point of view, 
this compensating thought: until towns 
and cities are amongst the things which 
were but are not, there will be no end nor 
stopping nor finality; we can go on trying 
and failing and succeeding as long as 
towns and cities last. 

I have said before, and I repeat it here, 
that in this civic planning business (by- 
laws apart) there are no fixed rules nor 
regulations; there are general principles 
and constant need for tact and artistry. 
Methods are to the moment. Alter the 
circumstances and you alter the means

always be considered in terms of three dimen- 
sions. A sketch of this kind lends assistance 
to that end. In this case the importance, for 
example, of the terminating building of the 
long axis is made appreciably clear, whilst the 
relation of the hemi-cycle opposite the west end 
of the church to the kind of vertical accent the 
west facade of the church is likely to receive 
(the facade is here pre-existing) is more 
readily understood. The whole plan is an 
admirable piece of civic reconstruction. 
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NANTES.—The Place Grasslin and the Cours 
de la République, built by the architect Crucy 
in 1785, provide together a minor instance of 
unity in civic plan. The Place was made as a 
forecourt to the pre-existing theatre. Place 
and Cours are inter-related by geometric lay- 
out. Both are reconstruction under conditions 
imposed by previous and unsatisfactory plan- 
ning. Both are defined by houses of uniform 
design. The upper stories of these houses 
continue the frieze lines of the theatre facade 
and thus increase the effect of unity of ccm- 
position. 














by which you meet them. Conditions are 
to be fulfilled, not defeated. Planners 
should extend the helping hand. If no 
friendly grasp receive it, they should ex- 
tend it just the same. Every case, in the 
usual phrase, must be decided on its 
merits. But that is where a difficulty lies, 
on the evidence to’ recognise the merits, 
and on the argument to be sure of the 
decision. We can, however, be sure of one 
thing, that no two decisions will be quite 
the same. The methods apt to one occa- 
sion will not exactly fit the other. What 
is sauce for the goose is not necessarily 
sauce for the gander. 


Ars est celare artem 

Civic planning does not proceed by the 
simple balance of equal conditions and 
equal parts. Neither parts nor conditions, 
by sober fact, are in the least likely to 
balance by equality. The simple sym- 
metrically balanced town plan has no 
place in real existence. Its pattern may 
be irreproachable, delightful, but on ex- 
amination proves a paper fantasy, a 
draughtsman’s dream, and unrelated to 
the civic circumstance. I am not saying 
that civic planning has no pattern. I am 
saying that it is not a simple symmetrical 
and repeating pattern. Civic planning is 
not the imposition on reality of a pattern 
conceived apart from reality. Civic plan- 
ning means the weaving of the facts of 
reality into a pattern conditioned by those 
facts of reality. Such a pattern in the 
earlier stages of its evolution will inevit- 
ably hold a high degree of the complex 
and the intricate. From this apparently 
involved beginning civic art can create 
a seeming simplicity of plan. But the 
means by which this end is brought about, 
the subtle alchemy of this transfiguration, 
will not be obvious, will not lie open to 
the eye. After all, art does not indulge 
in self-advertisement. 


Unity in Movement. 

It is easy enough to make proposals, 
but not so easy to carry them out. I am 
not going to pretend for a moment that 
it is not difficult to arrive at this kind 
of civic unity that I have been discussing. 
It is likely (to borrow an Americanism) 
to take all we’ve got, and then some. 
It will take that and more also to achieve 
the end we have in view, to combine in 
form and function the complex necessities 
of a city or a town. Civic composition, on 
this extended scale, is not merely the 
collection and contiguity of many differ- 
ent things; it implies a continuity and 
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transition between aJl the parts. Analo- 
gies between different forms of art are 
said to be of questionable value. That 
may be so, but there is something about 
this continuity, this transition and, in 
the broad view, this unity of civic com- 
position, that reminds me of the best of 
the old silent films. The means are dit- 
ferent, but both, in essence, are subject 
to the art of movement; they exist, if I 
may put it so, in the ablative case, with, 
by, and for movement. Civic planners

Planning and Replanning. 

In point of difficulty there is perhaps 
little to choose between planning a new 
town, or a part of a town, on the one 
hand, and replanning within the structure 
of an existing town, on the other. [py 
the first instance we shall be controlled 
by those natural conditions, lan: ‘alls. 
rainfalls, waterfalls and what not, thar

on Preliminary Survey, and by Ch ipter 
II on Schedule of Requirements, svcial, 
industrial and economic. Even so, sur- 
prising as it may seem, we have, rela- 


tively, a good deal of freedom left in the 
final arrangement of the different »arts 
and in the choice of forms in which we 
show them. But this very freedom is apt 
to be embarrassing. It may seem at a 
first sight that-one thing will do as well 
as another, but it may not, and it takes 
a vast deal of experiment and trial to be 
certain we have reached the best result. 

Replanning with, in probability, reten- 
tion of some existing buildings and use 
of some existing roads implies bounds 
and limits which both simplify and com- 
plicate the issue. The field is narrowed, 
the variety of choice reduced, we are less 
embarrassed by the freedom of our 
opportunities. Conditions are exacting, 
but this exaction dictates, in large de- 
gree, the course we have to follow. In- 
genuity is not creativeness, but I am in- 
clined to think that re-creation within 
existing structure needs more help from 
ingenuity than new creation with a less 
restricted hand. By and large, on ques- 
tions of taste and skill in planning or re- 
planning, there is little to tip the scale 
one way or the other. What we lose on 
the swings we gain on the dodge’ems. 
But, let the conditions be what they may, 
our aim remains the same, to achieve 
within the structure of the town or city 
a corporate unity of civic plan. 

The controlling conditions of civic com- 
position, however exacting and however 
much we may, when contorted by the 
throes of evolution, wish them away, are, 
in fact, the saving and the making o! the 
plan. It is by them that the plan is 


lifted to reality, and by them that it 
attains its character and its distinction.

Tue fifty-third crematorium to be 
established in Great Britain was 
formally opened at Kensal Green 
on Thursday, July 6, by the Rt. 
Hon. Lord Horder, G.C.V.O., M.D., 
F.R.C.P., Chairman of the Council 
of the Cremation Society, and dedi- 
cated by the Rt. Rev. the Lord 
Bishop of Kensington. 

In a brief address, Lord Horder 
pointed out that this was the 
eleventh crematorium to be estab- 
lished in the Greater London area 
and the sixth new crematorium in 
Great Britain since January 1. He 
had hoped that this zeal to set up 
new crematoria would be prompted 
by a belief in cremation’s own posi- 
tive virtues, but he was assured 
that the true reason was to be 
found in the increasing difficulty 
now being experienced in obtaining 
land in the towns for burial pur- 
poses. This economic pressure was 
now compelling burial authorities 
to turn to cremation as a means of 
solving their problem. 

Lord Horder went on to con- 
gratulate the directors on the re- 
markably fine structure they had 
erected, which, in his view, was 
outstanding among the crematoria 
he had opened. He was particularly 
pleased at the departure it repre- 
sented from the traditional ceme- 
tery chapel architecture, and he 
considered that when the garden 
was fully developed the new cre- 
matorium would rank for impres- 
siveness among the finest in the 
country. of 

The crematorium, which has been 
erected from the design of Mr. G. 
Berkeley Wills, F.R.1.B.A., who 
also designed the Reading Crema- 
torium, occupies a spacious site at 
the western end of the extensive 
grounds of the General Cemetery 
Company at Kensal Green, and 
stands apart from any other build- 
ing in the grounds. 

The existing cemetery chapel was 
built just over one hundred years 
ago, and, together with the main 
entrance and lodge, is in the Greek 
Doric style, and it was suggested 
to the architect of the crematorium 
that, when considering the design 
of the new buildings, he should bear 
in mind the style of the old. The 
crematorium, therefore, has been 
designed in what may be described 
as a modern interpretation of the 
Greek Ionic style, which lends 
itself to a dignity and simplicity 
peculiarly suitable for a building 
designed for such a purpose as that 
of cremation. It is built of creamy- 
coloured harid-made bricks with 
cast Portland stone columns and 
dressings, and the general effect is 
cool and quiet. 

It was desired that there should 
be a way through. without passing 
through the chapels, from the front 
entrance drive to the Garden of 
Memory .on the south side and 
avoiding passing round the sides of 
the buildings in view of the graves 
in the cemetery. A paved fountain 
eourt, with pool and fountain in 
centre, terminated at each end with 
columned loggias and covered with 
a ‘*‘Glas-crete’’ barrel roof, was

therefore planned on the axial line 
and leads to a stone paved terrace 
facing south and to the sunk Gar- 
den of Memory beyond. Froii this 
terrace an extensive view is ob- 
tained extending as far as the North 
Downs. On either side of this ter- 
race are loggias containing colum- 
baria for the safe keeping of urns 
and ashes, and these loggias and 
also the fountain court give protec- 
tion for flowers and wreaths during 
inclement weather. 

On either side of the fountain 
court large bronze doors give access 
from the drive to entrance halls 
and to well-lit and lofty chapels. 
each of which will seat 80-100 per- 
sons. The catafalque and floor at 
the farther end are in black, white 
and pale green marbles, with 
bronze doors giving access for the 
coffin to the committal chamber and 
thence to the furnace chamber, 
which has space for three gas fur- 
naces—though at present only two 
Askam foreed draught furnaces 
have been installed. The full future 
capacity, therefore, of the crema- 
torium is two chapels and six fur- 
naces. 

The seating and panelling at the 
-atafalque end is in silver-grey oak, 
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ONE OF THE TWO CHAPELS, SHOWING CATAFALQUE, 


and the latter is terminated with 
solid piers carrying carved urns. 
Round the top of the panelling is 
written in gilt letters:— 

“ VIXI! ET QUEM DEDERAT 
CURSUM FORTUNA, PEREGI.” 

From the entrance halls and also 
from the committal chambers are 
iron staircases leading to rooms 
above, one for the storage and ex- 
hibition of urns and the other for 
the organ. At the present time, 
however, a sound-amplifying ap- 
paratus is providing the _ neces- 
sary musical accompaniment. On 
either side of the main block are 
one-storey wings containing waiting 
and retiring rooms and vestries. 

At the southern end of the crema- 
torium a Garden of Memory has 
been laid out to the design of Mr. 
Edward White, V.M.H., with lawns, 


flower beds, ornamental trees, 
shrubs and yew hedges. Here the 
ashes may be scattered. Memo- 


rial tablets are placed on the walls 
of the sunk garden. It is hoped 
that eventually this portion of the 
garden will be surrounded with ex- 
tensive cloisters and _ additional 
columbaria. 

Perhaps the most distinctive 
feature (or lack of feature) of this 
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crematorium is that there is no un- 
sightly and suggestive chimney or 
chimney masquerading as a tower. 
The flues from the furnaces are 
actually carried up in the angles of 
the building and are, therefore, 
practically invisible. 

The quantity surveyors were 
Messrs. Drower and Son, and the 
general contractors were Messrs. 
Walter Lawrence and Son, Ltd., of 
Sun-street, E.C.2.  Sub-contractors 
were :— 

Cast stone, the Victoria Stone 
Company ; bricks, the Whitwick Col- 
liery Company; bronze doors, the 
Corinthian Bronze Company; gas 
services, the Gas Light and Coke 
Company; gas furnaces, F. Askam; 
marble work, Fenning and Company ; 
flat roofs, D. Anderson and Son, 
Ltd.; ‘‘ Glas-crete’’ roof, skylights 
and spiral staircases, Haywards; 
sanitary fittings, Pontifex and 
Emanuel; rubber flooring, the Dun- 
lop Rubber Company; oak wood 
block flooring, Stevens and Adams;

THE TECHNICAL 


ProsLemM.—The building was re- 
quired to serve the purposes ‘of 
three distinct departments, 
namely: Engineering, Commerce 
and Domestic Subjects, and to have 
assembly hall, library, common- 
rooms, gymnasium, cloakroom ac- 
commodation, etc., common to all 
departments. A group of work- 
shops for the engineering depart- 
ment was also required. 

Sire and Layout.—The site is in 
“The Burroughs,” Hendon, ad- 
jacent to the chief civic buildings 
of the Borough of Hendon, which 
include the Town Hall, Public 
Library and Fire Station, and the 
general design of the Institute is 
such as to harmonise with its sur- 
roundings. The frontage of the site 
to the roadway is somewhat narrow, 
about 220 ft., but it widens to about 
340 ft. further back. There is a 
playing field at the back of the site. 

The disposition of the buildings 
is as follows: The main accommo- 
dation is in a three-storey building 
around a quadrangle. The gym- 
nasium is placed in a single-storey 
block at the rear, adjoining the 
playing fields. 

The workshops are placed in a 
single-story block to the north of 
the site. There is also an adminis- 
tration block planned at right 
angles to the main front on the 
north side of the forecourt. 

PLANNING.—The building has been 
planned with a unit bay of 10 ft. 
+ in. . 

The quadrangle is open to the 
roadway with an archway connec- 
tion. The main entrance is placed 
on the far side of the quadrangle, 
with the assembly hall immediately 
accessible therefrom. 

The ground floor of the quad- 
rangle block contains the cloak- 
room and sanitary accommodation 
for all the students, together with 
five laboratories for use by the en- 
gineering section. On the first floor 
are six classrooms and three draw- 
ing offices for the engineering sec- 
tion, together with the library,

students’ common-rooms, reading 
and study rooms. 

The second floor houses four 
classrooms, a geography room, 
typewriting room and book-keeping 
room for commercial students, and 
also two cookery rooms, four work- 
rooms and two classrooms for the 
teaching of domestic subjects. A 
staircase at each corner of the 
quadrangle block provides easy 
aecéss to all parts of the building. 
Provision has been made for the 
extension westwards of the north 
and south wings of the quadrangle 
block. 


CONSTRUCTION.—Walls are of solid 
brickwork 134 in. thick generally, 
but when there are three storeys 
the ground floor walls are 18 in. 
thick. Floors and staircases are 
constructed of reinforced concrete. 


Pitched roofs are in timber sup- 
ported on steel trusses and covered 
with tiles, while flat roofs are in 
reinforced concrete, asphalted and

covered with ballast. The work- 
shop block is roofed entirely with 
glass supported on reinforced con- 
crete beams. 

EXTERNAL FINISHINGS.—The walls 
generally are faced with multi- 
coloured bricks of a lightish brown 
tone, with red brick dressings to 
the windows. In the quadrangle 
block the lower storey of the walls 
is rusticated and faced with bricks 
of a bluish-brown colour. The cor- 
nice bands, cills, plinth, ete., are of 
cast stone, but the main entrance 
is carried out in natural Portland 
stone. 

Metal windows set in 
frames have been used. 

INTERNAL FiIntsHines.—The walls 
internally are plastered and dis- 
tempered, and have painted dadoes. 
In the corridors and staircases the 
dadoes are finished in cement-glaze. 
The walls of the workshops and 
laboratories are fair-face brickwork. 

The floors generally are covered 
with wood blocks, and the stair- 
eases have terrazzo tile treads and 
risers. Differing colour schemes 
have been used on each floor. 

The walls of the entrance hall 
have been decorated with ‘“ silky 
oak,’”’ with bands of polished white 
metal. The bookeases in the library 
are in oak. 

Laboratory and workshop fittings 
generally are carried out in deal 
painted, but have hardwood bench 
tops. 

SERVICES.—Ducts 3 ft. deep have 
been provided under all main cor- 
ridors on the ground floor for the 
services. Heating is by low-pres- 
sure hot water system. Electric 
lighting and power are provided. 

Cost, Erc.—The general contrac- 
tors were Messrs. Perrys (Ealing), 
Ltd., and the amount of their ten- 
der was £105,160. The cost of fur- 
nishing and equipping the building

Federation of Professions. 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 

Sir,—In many national melting-pots 
institutions are undergoing re-birth. 
Labour and employers’ organisations are 
federated everywhere; the professions 
here remain isolated. In France the re- 
cent emergence to power of Labour and 
its quick eclipse with the revocation of its 
special legislation caused the employers 
and professions to form defensive organi- 
sations. They are better created apart 
from political exigencies. 

Your view that only a dictator could 
clear up “‘ the chaos of existing institu- 
tions’ points to the usefulness of a dic- 
tator in some channels. As a democratic 
country it behoves us to vindicate our- 
selves by putting our house in order. 

The past has been an age of uncon- 


trolled diversity; the future will be an era 
of unification. 
Your correspondent “ B. B.’’ has gone 


astray, The discussion I originated is 
Federation of the Professions, not of pro- 
fessions and trades. The employers have 
many federations; the workers, many 
trade unions and federations, and an 
annual congress. There is an _ Inter- 
national Labour Office at Geneva doing 
good work. The professions have not even 
aj annual congress, as the Webbs ob- 
served nineteen years ago. 

I am not at the moment concerned 
with the 300 bodies—a purely conjectural 
number, be it observed—‘ connected with 
building and constructive work,” but only 
with English professions. I have not yet 
sought to determine the number of these, 
but the Italian method will illustrate the 
position. ‘* Twenty-two professions and 
crafts (in the artist sense) are organised 
into a single national syndicate, instead of 
several provincial syndicates. This com- 
prises everyone engaged in ‘that profession 
or craft, when the number of persons in 
that profession or craft is limited. Cer- 
tain categories, in view of their special 
requirements, are grouped into regional 
or inter-regional syndicates, but these 
different forms of organisation do not 
alter the general structure of the system, 


which is based on the following three 
elements: Syndicate, National Federa- 
tion, Confederation.” The Syndicate 


represents all the members, who elect 
National Federation representatives, who 
in turn elect the members of the Con- 
federation. Confederations have duties 
and functions very similar to those 
assicned to National Federation, but they 
cover a wider range of action in so far 
as they are concerned with the general 
interests of all National Federations fall- 
ing within their scope. The Council of 
the Confederation consists of the Presi- 
and 40 members, representing four 
sections: legal professions, medical pro- 
'essions, technical professions, the arts. 
This Confederation and its staff is housed 
in 2 beautiful building in Rome. 

~ 3. B.” asks, how shall we cope with 
unemployment resulting from rationalisa- 
tion of building? A little later, he would 
Tationalise advertising,* but makes no 
reference to unemployment in  conse- 
quence, TI should assume that the ex- 
Penditure saved in the latter process

School Buildings and Light Construction. 
To THE Epitror or The Builder. 

Srr,—In your issue of May 12, on page 
889, a reference was made to the above 
subject, and the suggested specifications 
issued to local authorities were printed on 
page 915. 

As in the Specification for Light Stee] 
Frame Buildings, the roof coverings in 
flat roofs and the floor coverings in floors 
are recommended as being laid on concrete 
(inter alia) and in the Specification for 
Substantial Timber-Framed Buildings the 
same recommendation is made in connec- 
tion with floors, the Board of Education 
were asked whether “ concrete’”’ in these 
contexts is intended to cover hollow con- 
crete construction, and a copy of their 
letter in reply is attached hereto. 

My Council desire me to invite you to 
draw the attention of your readers to the 
contents of this letter, and I would advise 
you that the Board of Education have in- 
formed me in writing that they have no 
objection to the publication of same. 

As hollow-type floors and roofs enable 
substantial economies to be made in the 
framework and foundations of a building 
by reason of their lighter weight, strength 
for strength, compared with solid concrete, 
this matter is regarded as of importance 
by my Council, and it is hoped you will 
be good enough to publish the contents of 
the letter in whatever form you may deem 
desirable.

Sir,—With reference to your letter of the 
20th instant I am directed to state that 
the word “ concrete,” in the Appendix to 
Circular 1468 where it is applied to roof 
coverings in flat roofs and in floors, is in- 
tended to cover hollow tile and concrete 
or hollow precast roofs or floors as distinct 
from solid concrete. 

The same _ hollow-type constructions 
would be acceptable for flat roofs of sub- 
stantial timber framed buildings subject 
to considerations of cost.

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THE WELSH SCHOOL OF 
ARCHITECTURE 


THE aim of the Welsh School of Architec- 
ture, the Technical College, Cardiff, is to 
encourage all-round development by means 
of a well-balanced curriculum. It is striving 
not only to reach a high standard in archi- 
tectural design and draughtsmanship, but is 
also paying ancreased attention to the study 
of modern architectural construction, the pro- 
duction of working drawings and the prepara- 
tion of written theses. 

Owing to the comparatively modest size of 
the School (there were 60 full-time students 
jiast session, averaging twelve per year) care- 
ful attention can be paid to the special needs 
of each student. 

The School of Architecture, which for the 
last twelve years has been granted the status 
of “* Final Recognition ’’’ by the R.I.B.A., is 
accommodated in excellently furnished and 
well-equipped studios, lecture rooms, library, 
etc., in the new wing of the Technical Col- 
lege in Cathays Park, Cardiff. 

At this College, ten scholarships covering 
tuition fees and maintenance grants of £40 
per annum for three years are offered for 
competition annually. 

The Welsh Schoo] of Architecture has now 
been at work for rather more than nineteen 
years under the charge of Mr. W. S. Pur- 
chon, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., the Lecturer in 
Architecture being Mr. Lewis John, M.A., 
B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., and the Assistant 
Lecturers Mr. R. Hartley, A.R.I.B.A., Mr. 
C. L. Matthew, A.R.I.B.A., and Mr. G. C. 
Quilliam, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A. 

The following local architects assist in the 
work of the advanced courses as Honorary 
Lecturers : Messrs. Percy Thomas, 
P-P.R.1.B.A., Ivor P. Jones, A.R.I.B.A., T. 
Alwyn Lloyd, F.R.I.B.A., P-P.T.P.1., J. 
Wilhamson, A.R.I.B.A., A. J. Hayes, C. F. 
Jones, A.R.I.B.A., John W._ Bishop, 
A.R.I.B.A., C. F. Bates, F.R.I.B.A. 

Students in the Department also attend 
courses of instruction in the Departments of 
Engineering, Technical Chemistry, Mathe- 
matics, Physics, and the School of Art, all 
of which are housed in the same building, 
while special lectures on (a) Geology of 
Building Materials, (b) Growth, Character- 
istics, and Diseases of Timbers, and (c) Law 
as applied to Professional Practice, are given 
respectively by Messrs. F. J. North, D.Sc., 
F.G.8. (Keeper of the Department of 
Geology, National Museum of Wales), M. A. 
Hyde, M.A., F.L.S. (Keeper of the Depart- 
ment of Botany, National. Museum of 
Wales), and E. W. David, LL.B. 

The three years’ full-time day course leads 
to the award of the Certificate, to the holders 
of which the R.I.B.A. grants exemption 
from its Intermediate Examination, while 
those students who successfully pass through 
the Diploma Course are exempted from the 
R.I.B.A. Final Examination, a special course 
of lectures on Professional Practice and a 
special examination in this subject being held 
at the school. Success in the Diploma Course 
also forms a complete qualification for regis- 
tration under the Architects (Registration) 
Acts of 1931 to 1938. 

A course leading to the Degree of B.Arch. 
has been arranged jointly by the University 
of Wales and the Welsh School of Architec- 
ture. This course is open to matriculated 
students only. There is also an Evening 
Atelier for architects’ assistants who cannot 
attend the day courses. The Department is 
in close touch with the South Wales Insti- 
tute of Architects. 

The external examiners are Professor L. B. 
Budden, of the University of Liverpool, and 
Mr. W. B. Edwards, of King’s College, New- 
castle-upon-Tyne. 

The school year commences on Monday, 
October 2, but intending students are advised 
to apply at an early date for the particulars 
of the courses of instruction and of the en- 
trance and scholarship examinations. Candi- 
dates for the latter should obtain application 
forms, which must be completed and sub- 
mitted by September 14. 
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IS DECENTRALISATION PRACTICABLE ? 


Tue following paper by. Mr. W. R. 
Davidge, F.R.I.B.A., P-P.T.P.I., given at 
a conference of the National Housing and 
Town Planning Council held at Harro- 
gate, has a topical interest. 

For more than thirty years there has 
been much talk of decentralisation and 
satellite towns. There have been powers 
inserted in Planning Acts; there have been 
proposals for a hundred new towns; there 
have been regional reports which have 
suggested sites for new towns; but nothing 
has been done. Meanwhile, London and 
other great cities have continued to grow, 
and all that we have to show in the way of 
new towns after al] these years are the 
two garden cities of Letchworth and Wel- 
wyn. The only municipality which has 
seriously taken up the idea of a satellite 
town is Manchester with its offshoot at 
Wythenshawe. Recently, trading estates 
have been fostered as a means of relieving 
the distressed areas, but it cannot be said 
that there is any concerted plan for the 
systematic decentralisation of industries. 


Evacuation. 

The sudden emergency measures of those 
days of last September for large-scale evacua- 
tion of the populations of all our big towns 
have, however, revealed that fear of sudden 
destruction will do more than anything else 
to bring about a scattering of the population. 
It is a horrifying thought that the towns and 
enterprises to which many of us have given our 
working years may be utterly and remorselessly 
destroyed with hardly a moment’s warning— 
and it may well be questioned whether, even 
if we built new towns, they would be any 
more safe from destruction. _ They would, 
however, at least reduce the risk and spread 
it over a number of communities instead of 
one. The chaotic conditions into which, only 
a few short months ago, we bade fair to be 
thrown, seem almost a nightmare. Thousands 
of children were to be dumped in country 
villages, many without proper drainage and 
some with inadequate water supplies. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of refugees would have 
been herded in all sorts of possible and :m- 
possible shelters, and industries would, in 
many cases, have been left to take care of 
themselves. 

The only ray of sunshine that emerged from 
this mad farce is the universal determination 
that we must be prepared—in other words 
that we must plan. But plan for what? 
Another hasty mass evacuation under and into 
intolerable conditions, or a steady and well 
considered outward move into better as well 
as safer conditions, from which no sudden up- 
rooting will be necessary ? 

It is fairly clear that no great movement 
of this kind can possibly be effected without 
Government backing and Government leader- 
ship. A temporary dictator may even be 
necessary, and we may, perhaps each of us, 
set ourselves the question: ‘‘ What should I 
do if I were dictator? ” 

Let us agree on a few of the essentials :— 
1. If we have to move out, let us do it in an 
orderly way and at our convenience, not as 
a panic measure. 2. If we have to go into 
the country, let us provide permanent homes 
for our people, not in shacks or tents dumped 
down anywhere in the open. 3. Let us decide 
where we want to go and who shall go. 
Which parts of London and our other great 
towns do we want kept and what can we let 
go? 4. Let us make up our minds whether we 
are to rely on new towns or to encourage the 
growth of selected existing centres, or possibly 
both. 


Systematic Moving Out. 

Decentralisation has many advantages and 
also some disadvantages, the main difficulty 
being to provide both homes and work at the 
same time and place. We need not worry 
about the cinema; that will find the people 
wherever they go. Schools and churches will 
materialise when they are really required. We 
are apt to think of industry, with its concomi- 
tant commerce, as the major force in modern 


economic life, but industry speaks with many 
voices and commerce cannot be carried on un- 
less there are people to supply and be 
supplied. Let the Government tell each of 
them what they are wanted to do and they 
will readily and patriotically do it. 


There is certainly no reason why industries 
should not be taken into consultation, pre- 
ferably in groups. But let us imagine such a 
conference, say, of the north-eastern group. 
‘‘ Gentlemen, you have got to move within 
five years. Where would you like to go to? ” 
Nothing short of a dictator could possibly do 
it! Any lesser person would soon be told 
where he could go-to. Persuasion would not 
do it and the offer of an incentive, whether 
it be low rates or no rates, is too Slow. If the 
scaremongers are right, time is of the essence 
of the problem, and the first requirement is 
a plan of action. The difficulties of drainage 
and the provision of water supplies and other 
services are sufficiently serious to weight the 
scales heavily against completely new towns, 
not to mention tradition and the social advan- 
tages which belong already to the existing 
town, however small. We have got, therefore, 
to start with a plan. Assuming we want to 
add a population of x millions, reasonably 
distributed in centres located along the edge 
of a circle whose radius is 25 or 30 miles, we 
should have a strip of country, say, 160 miles 
long and 3 or 4 miles wide. 


Let us call it 500 square miles by 640= 
320,000 acres. At an average of 8 houses 
to the acre=2,560,000 houses. It is clear 
that, mathematically at any rate, there is 
— room for our purpose, let x be what it 
will. 

We certainly do not want to make a continu- 
ous ring of a hundred or more towns, even if 
they are built as ‘‘ garden cities,’ and there 
would have to be many gaps in the chain. The 
above illustration, however, serves to show 
that in nine out of ten cases, it will be simpler 
and better to encourage the proper develop- 
ment of existing centres, wherever their adop- 
tion is reasonably suitable. They are already 
provided with means of communication, and 
these will of course be improved. So far as 
railway facilities are concerned, the main in- 
ducement will be that first stop outwards will 
be at the new centre. 

Existing towns nearer London or other large 
cities may have to depend on road transport 
or tube railways. The north orbital road, 
already partly formed, and the proposed 
south orbital road as planned by Sir 
Charles Bressey, will form a complete 
circle at a radius of from 18 to 20 miles from 
the centre. It follows that the towns which 
should be encouraged to develop are either 
on or outside this ring. Such towns for in- 
stance as Slough, St. Albans, Welwyn Garden 
City, Waking, Decking. Redhill and Tonbridge 
would find a new era of prosperity and ex- 
pansion. It is clear, however, that anything 
like a continuous ring of building development 
would be almost as detrimental as the present 
system. In addition, therefore, to the ring 
towns dependent on London, it would be 
desirable to give encouragement to the 
development of selected towns well beyond 
these limits, such as Reading, Swindon, Bed- 
ford, Hitchin, Guildford or Basingstoke, the 
choice of such centres being largely due to 
their ready accessibility by rail or air. But 
why not scatter the population further still, 
either in new or old towns where dependence 
on London is no longer a necessity ? 

Assuming the need to evacuate some five 
million people, it will be seen that all these 
methods will have to be utilized. To prevent 
land speculation, it is also clear that some 
method of anchoring land values in the 
selected areas would have to be adopted. The 
form of encouragement to be given to develop- 
ment in the selected areas would require care- 
ful consideration, but among the more im- 
portant, apart from reasonably low land 
values, are suitable zoning and town planning 
proposals, improved rail and road communi- 
cations, and cheap electric power. 

No other inducement should be necessary, 
and the conference with the groups of indus- 
trialists can now take this form. ‘* We want 
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twenty factories for, say, Welwyn Card 
City. What offers please? * It head hardly 
be necessary to hint that in the areas to jp 
evacuated the local rates will probably iise as 
the population gets less. The race is :o the 
swift, but there should be no compulsion apart 
from the careful adjustments or deletions which 
may be necessary in the zoning of industria] 
areas on the town planning maps, 

In the areas selected for development therg 
will be ample room for new trading «states 
and properly planned suburbs, but the prin. 
ciples of the garden city ideal must not he 
forgotten—that of the self-contained ani! gelj. 
supporting town surrounded with a belt of 
open space belonging to the community, 
Trading centres without properly planned 
housing can never be a success. Thev must 
either be part of a planned existing town or 
a part of a properly located new town. So far 
we have considered the problem as cne of 
evacuation, either suddenly under exiernal 
threat, or over a period of years under the 
direction of the Home Office or the Ministry 
of Transport or some other form of dictator. 
ship. All dictatorships are from their nature 
temporary; they will cease when they have 
performed their function, but at what stage 
we should introduce local councils and regional 
councils is probably a question which would 
split this conference asunder. Even Govern. 
ment Departments find it very convenient to 
exercise their powers through the executives 
of the local authorities, and I know how sue. 
cessful many of you here would be either as 
billeting officers or food controllers, should the 
need arise. 


How much simpler then should be the task 
of quietly and unostentatiously encouraging 
development in the right places and discowr. 
aging it elsewhere. The functions of the 
county councils, county boroughs, municipal 
boroughs, urban district councils and rural 
district councils are all important, but so far 
they have sought in vain for a definite lead 
both on ribbon development. and constructive 
planning. The Government Departments can. 
not apparently make up their minds to direct, 
and they prefer to consider themselves 4s 
judicial bodies whose function is to adjudicate 
on other people’s ideas. Parkways and open 
spaces are still considered as a purely local 
matter and even national parks are not yet 
a national concern. The National Trust has 
to depend cm voluntary help for its great work. 


Positive Planning. 

Positive planning on a national or regional 
basis is bound to come, but this question of 
the gradual and orderly evacuation from our 
large cities of a considerable proportion of both 
population and industry is one which brooks 
no delay. A London Regional Authority, use- 
ful as it might be for many things, cou!d not 
deal with Bedford or Reading, let alone 
Brighton or Swindon. A National Planning 
Ministry might do it, but it would have to 
plan first and not merely exercise judicial 
functions. It could not even co-ordinate the 
plans of local authorities unless it has iiself 
definite plan. The consequences of such 4 
policy of gradual decentralisation would be to 
simplify immensely the problem of recor- 
structing and replanning London. London is 
being and will be reconstructed ; it should be 
rebuilt to a definite plan and on more sy acious ' 
lines. The weeding out of worn-out areas 
should provide new open spaces and arden 
ground rather than sites for new blocks of 
tenements. The road problem would be sim- 
plicity itself and it should at last be possible 
to preserve some, at least, of the buildings of 
historic and artistic interest. which mean 90 
much both to present and future generations.

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SCANDINAVIAN HOUSING 
DEPUTATION FROM SCOTLAND. 


THE recent visit to Scandinavia of a 
Giasgow Corporation Housing Committee 
deputation in search of ideas for housing 
development in the city does not seem to 
have yielded much in the way of sugges- 
tion. The visitors saw a form of poured 
concrete construction in Copenhagen 
which impressed them as suitable for local 
housing, but for the rest, apart from some 
hints on pleasing architectural detail, they 
apparently found the modern practice in 
the Scandinavian cities either inapplic- 
able to conditions in Glasgow, or un- 
acceptable in the standard of accommoda- 
tion. 
fhe report of the deputation was recently 
circulated among members of the Housing 
Committee of the Corporation. The deputa- 
tion included Councillor George Smith, con- 
vener of the Housing Committee, and the chief 
architect of the Housing Department, and they 
visited on their tour Copenhagen, Helsingfors, 
Oslo, and Stockholm. The primary object of 
the mission was to examine the designs of 
modern working-class housing in these cities, 
with a particular interest in the forms of con- 
struction alternative to brick and _ stone 
building. 

Commenting on the modern housing designs 
in the towns visited, the report states that 
everywhere a city’s development for housing 
purposes is taking place, the ornate tradition 
in architecture has been displaced by the 
simple, modern style more suitable for large- 
scale development and the employment of new 
materials in construction. The members of 
the deputation feel that the visit has confirmed 
the leaning towards modernism in planning, 
and the desire and need to exploit new 
materials to assist in augmenting the housing 
output. 

in Oslo the trend in building development in 
the city for people of the working-class is 
towards multi-storey tenements, varying in 
height from three to eight storeys, the average 
size of house being two apartments. Many 
are of one apartment, and some are of three 
apartments. The tenements—exterior and in- 
terlor—are modern in design, and the method 
of construction is brick or reinforced concrete. 
The cottage or single-house development has 
been introduced in some of the suburbs, but 
these houses are almost invariably constructed 

' solid timber on concrete foundations, and 
are much too expensive to meet the needs of 
working-class tenants. In the deputation’s 
view, the designs of the single dwellings, 
except where the timber exteriors were faced 
with cement, would not be acceptable in Glas- 
gow. Tenement building is being done in 
most cases with brick. Concrete has been 
found to be an expensive medium, economically 
suitable only for high tenements. Houses of 
timber construction are being finished with 
<ement exteriors. 

(he report also points out that tenement 
Pp ae of this description is contrary to re- 
cognised principles in Glasgow. The height of 
the tenements is greater than would be pos- 
sible under the Glasgow by-laws, and so also 
is the density of the houses. Long ranges of 
tenements are permitted without break, some- 
times forming completely enclosed areas. The 
internal design would not be regarded as satis- 
lactory in this country. 

Chere are, however, certain features which 
appeared commendable. The balconies, which 
#re a common and colourful feature, seem to 

e much valued, and are of much lighter con- 
straction than those provided in Glasgow. 
There are wide expanses of windows; base- 
inents are used as laundries; ground-floors are 
irequently used as kindergartens for children 
under school age; and roofs are used as drying 
places for clothes. Referring to the situation 
in Stockholm, where also the tenement build- 
ing 1s the most common form of development, 
the report states that the popularity of the 
tenement house is due partly to the large 
number of single men and women and of 
married couples with no children or with 
small families, 
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The rental of these houses, it is added, is 
higher than a working-class tenant in this 
country can afford, ranging from £50 a year 
for a single apartment to £150 a year for a 
three-apartment house. 

The deputation were favourably impressed 
with a poured concrete building seen in Copen- 
hagen. The form of construction, they state, 
is very simple and very efficient, and they con- 
sider that it represents a technique that might 
be applied with advantage in future housing 
by the Corporation. The building examined 
was one of five storeys, with shops on the 
ground floor. 

The Corporation Housing Committee are to 
consider the possibilities of adopting alterna- 
tive types of construction from the conven- 
tional. brick and stone, when they have had 
an opportunity of studying the deputation’s 
report. 


THE .R.1.B. A. 1939 


STANDARD FORM OF 
BUILDING CONTRACT—IX 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Hon. A.R.1.B.A., 
A.S.I., etc., assisted by NORMAN P. GREIG, 
B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


Clause 19 (Continued) (Determination by 
Employer). 

(6) Bankruptcy of Contractor.—This sub- 
clause replaces sub-clause (6) of Clause 22 of 
the 1931 Form, with additions to be noticed. 
The effect is : If a contractor commits an act 
of bankruptcy (the various forms of which 
are contained in Section 1 of the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1914), or being a company, enters into 
liquidation, compulsory or voluntary, except 
liquidation for the purpose of reconstruction, 
the employer may, without prejudice to his 
other rights and remedies under the contract, 
determine the employment of the contractor 
under this contract. [All the words in italics 
are new, and require no comment, except that 
the mention of liquidation in the case of a 
company is an improvement upon the earlier 
Form. J 

(c) The rights and duties of the employer 
and contractor in the case of (a) [see Article 
VII] and (0) [above] are as follow :— 

(1) The employer may employ another con- 
tractor, or other persons, to carry out and 
complete the works. Such contractor, etc., 
can enter upon the site and use all temporary 
buildings, plant, machinery, appliances, goods 
and materials on it. He can also purchase 
materials necessary to carry out and complete 
the works. [This is similar to the 1931 Form, 
Clause 22 (c) (1).] 

(2) The contractor must, if the employer or 
architect so requires, assign to the employer, 
without further payment, the benefit of any 
agreement for the supply of materials and/or 
the execution of any works for the contract 
purposes. [This is as in the 1931 Form.] The 
employer must pay for any materials or 
works supplied or executed under such an 
agreement, after the said determination, the 
price fixed in that agreement, if it has not 
been already paid by the contractor. [This is 
as under the 1931 Form, with a mere differ- 
ence in wording. ] 

(3) The contractor must, during the execu- 
tion, or after the completion of the works 
under this clause, remove from the site as 
and when required, and within a reasonable 
time, specified by the architect in writing, 
temporary buildings, plant, machinery, appli- 
ances, goods or materials belonging to or 
hired by him [the words in italics are new]. 
In default, the employer can remove and sell 
any such property of the contractor—though 
he is not responsible for any loss or damage— 
and hold the proceeds, less any costs in- 
curred, to the contractor’s credit. [This is as 
in the 1931 Form.] 

(4) This reproduces (4) of the 1931 Form 
with mere changes in wording. Until after 
completion, as above, the employer is not 
bound by any other provision included in the 
contract to make any payment to the contrac- 
tor. On completion, and verification of the 
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accounts within a reasonable time, the archi- 
tect must certify the expenses properly in- 


curred by the employer. If these, plus any 
moneys paid to the contractor before the 
determination of the contract, are more than 
the sum to be payable to the contractor had 
he completed, the difference is a debt payable 
to the employer by the contractor [for which, 
of course, he would claim under the bank- 
ruptcy or liquidation, as the case may be], 
if the aggregate, as above, is less than the 
contract sum, the difference is payable by the 
employer to [the estate of the] contractor. 

Clause 20 (Determination by Contractor) 
replaces and clarifies Clause 25 of the 1931 
Form. It also provides (as in the case of 
Clause 19) for the case of a company going 
into liquidation. 

It provides (1) that if the employer, within 
the period after presentation named in the 
appendix, and for seven days thereafter after 
the contractor has given written notice, does 
not pay the sum due on the certificate; or 
should the employer interfere with or obstruct 
the issue of the certificate; or commit an act 
of bankruptcy, or being a company enter 
into compulsory or voluntary liquidation but 
not liquidation for the purpose of reconstruc- 
tion [a new provision]; or if the whole or 
substantially the whole of the works (other 
than works required under Clause 12 (Defects 
after completion)) is delayed for three months 
by one of the causes named in Clause 18 
(Delay and extension of time—see Article 
VIII), local combination of workmen, strike 
or lockout excepted, the contractor can, by 
sending written or registered notice to the 
employer or architect, determine the employ- 
ment of the contractor under the contract. 
(The words in the 1931 Form, Clause 23, are 
‘** determine the contract.’’) 

(2) On the determination, as above, and 
without prejudice to the accrued rights or 
remedies of either party (‘‘remedies”’ is 
new), or to any liability under Clause 14 
(Injury to persons and property—see Article 
VI) which may accrue either before the con- 
tractor or any sub-contractors have removed 
his or their temporary buildings, _ plant, 
machinery, appliances, goods or materials, or 
by reason of removing the same (this is a 
new requirement), the rights of the contrac- 
tor and employer are :— 

(a) The contractor must, ‘with all reason- 
able dispatch and in such manner and with 
such precautions as will prevent imjury or 
damage” for which, before determination, 
he was liable under Clause 14 (Injury to 
persons and_ property—see Article VI), 
remove from the site all temporary buildings, 
plant, machinery, appliances, goods and 
materials. He must also give facilities to his 
sub-contractors to do the same, subject to 
sub-clause (b) (iii) below (which is new). 

(6) The contractor shall be paid by the 
employer: (i) The contract value of works 
completed at the date of determination, sub- 
ject to Clause 9 (Ascertainment of prices for 
variations) [similar to 23 (2) (1) of the 1931 
Form]; (2) the value of work done but not 
completed at the determination, the value 
being ascertained under Clause 9 [as in the 
1931 Form]; (3) the cost of materials and 
goods properly ordered for the works for which 
the contractor has paid, or is legally bound to 
accept delivery, and which, on the employer 
paying for the latter, are to become the em- 
ployer’s property. [In effect, the same re- 
quirement as in the 1931 Form, though ‘‘ sole 
property ’’ was used therein]; (4) the reason- 
able cost of removal under (a) above; and 
(5) any loss or damage caused to the contrac- 
tor by such determination [as before]. 

The 1931 Form provided that, in addition 
to all other remedies, the contractor, on such 
determination, may take possession of, and 
have a lien upon, all unfixed materials in- 
tended for the works, which may have become 
the property of the employer under the con- 
tract, until payment of all moneys due to the 
contractor from the employer. This provision 
is continued in the new Form.

LAW REPORTS 


MOOT QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE RAISED 
IN TOWN-PLANNING SCHEME. 


CHANCERY DIVvIsION. 
Before Mr. Justice FARWELL. 


Cowan v. Hendon Borough Council. 


This case raised an important question as 
to whether an entrance to a block of flats it 
was proposed to build at Hendon, Middle- 


sex, would or would not constitute a ‘‘new 
street.” 

The plaintiff, Mr. Lawrence Stanley 
Arthur Cowan, of ‘‘ Gateways,’ Holders 


Hill-road, Hendon, claimed a declaration to 
the effect that a means of access from the 
Great North-way, Hendon, to a proposed 
two-storeyed building of six self-contained 
flats to be built by him on his land adja- 
cent to the Great North-way was not a 
““new street’ within the meaning of a town- 
planning scheme of the defendants, the 
Hendon Borough Council. 

Mr. Michael Rose appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and Mr. Milner Holland for the defen- 
dants. 

Mr. Rose, in opening the case, said that 
the plaintiff’s plans had been rejected by the 
Hendon Borough Council merely in regard 
to the width of the entrance to the proposed 
block of flats. The Council contended that 
the entrance was a “‘ new street’’ within the 
meaning of their town-planning scheme and 
must have a minimum width of 20 ft. 

The total length of the entrance was 
100 ft., and it was proposed to have a 
carriage drive 8ft. wide with a grass verge 
and shrubs on either side. There would also 
be entrance gates. 

Mr. Rose argued that the means of access 
to the proposed block of flats would be an 
ordinary carriage drive as private as could 
be. He suggested that it was straining 
language to call it a ‘‘street.’’ 

Mr. Peter Stonham, F.R.I-B.A., in giv- 
ing evidence for the plaintiff, described the 
proposed entrance as a private drive in from 
the road. 

Mr. Milner Holland, for the Council, ex- 
plained that they took the view that an im- 
portant point of principle was involved. For 
instance, said counsel, the case of fire had 
to be considered, and in his submission the 
definition of ‘‘street”’ in the Public Health 
Act, 1875, included any road, lane, footway, 
alley or passage. Privacy, he contended, 
had never been regarded as a test. 

Mr. Rose retorted that if the Council were 
right, any means of access to a building 
could be regarded as a ‘“‘street.”” It was, 
he said, a question of fact and degree, and 
all the essential characteristics of a ‘‘ street ”’ 
were missing in the present case. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, his 
lordship, in giving judgment, said the 
Hendon Borough Council had prepared a 
town-planning scheme which had received 
the approval of the Minister of Health. It 
was, therefore, a binding scheme and con- 
trolled the use of land in the locality of the 
Council, including Mr. Cowan’s land. There 
was no difficulty about Mr. Cowan’s proposed 
building, but only about the passage to it. 
The strip in question was the only means 
of access to the land upon which Mr. Cowan 
proposed to build the flats, and the width 
would be less than was necessary, according 
to the town-planning scheme, if the passage 
was a ‘“‘street.”” He (the judge) had to 
decide whether the laying out of the strip 
would make a ‘new street,’”’ or whether it 
would be analagous to a carriage-drive. He 
thought it was clear from the legal autho- 
rities that had been cited that the question 
to be decided was really one of degree after 
taking into full consideration all the circum- 
stances. In the town-planning scheme the 
word ‘“‘street’’ was given the same external 
meaning as in the Public Health Act, 1875, 
and included many things which would not 
be called a “‘street’’ in ordinary common 
parlance. A ‘‘street’’ was regarded, ordi- 
narily speaking, as a way with more or less 
continuous houses on one or both sides. 
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It was, said his lordship, by nv means 
easy to reach the answer to the problem and 
different people might take different views 
regarding it. There were strong reasons for 
thinking either way, and the conclusion at 
which he had arrived was open to possible 
question, but in his view, bearing in mind 
the very wide interpretation put upon the 
word “‘street’’ in the town-planning scheme, 
the strip would be a ‘“‘street’’ if it were 
made up in the manner proposed. 

Confessing that he found a difficulty in 
saying where the line was to be drawn be- 
tween what was and what was not a 
‘ street,’’ his lordship said it must be partly 
a question of construction and partly a 
question of degree, having regard to all the 
circumstances. : 

Concluding, he said: ‘‘I think the pro- 
posed entrance to the block of flats would 
be a ‘street’ and therefore the Council are 
bound to exercise control over it.”’ 

Mr. Cowan’s action was accordingly dis- 
missed with costs. 


CLAIM BY CARPENTER AND JOINER 
AGAINST SCAFFOLDING COMPANY FOR 
PERSONAL INJURIES. 


Donaghey v. London and Midland Steel 
Scaffolding Co., Ltd. 


In this case the plaintiff, Mr. Francis 
Frederick Donaghey, of 1, Northfield, Hayes, 
Middlesex, claimed to recover damages for 
personal injuries sustained by him through 
the alleged negligence of the defendants, 
Messrs. Lontean aa Midland Steel Scaffolding 
Co., Ltd., of Iddesleigh House, Caxton-street, 
London, S.W 

Mr. M. Berryman appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr. F. Soskice for the defendants. 

The plaintiff at the material time was 
employed as a carpenter and joiner by London 
Film Productions, Ltd., at the Denham Film 
Studios, Uxbridge, Middlesex. In June, 
1938, the defendants erected at the film 
studio scaffolding of tubular steel poles on or 
around which certain scenery was to be placed 
in order to represent the head of a coal pit. 


The plaintiff alleged that the defendants 
knew for what purpose the scaffolding was 
required, and that they, their servants or 
agents had so negligently constructed it as to 
leave two of the tubular steel poles un- 
fastened or loose across the structure of the 
scaffolding, with the result that plaintiff, 
whilst using the scaffolding, placed his foot 
on one or both of the loose poles, which rolled 
and/or slipped, causing him to be thrown 
and fall 18 ft. to the = whereby he 
sustained severe personal injuries. Plaintiff 
alleged that as a consequence of the accident 
and the injuries he received he suffered a 
severe nervous shock and still suffered from 
bad memory and other neurasthenic symptoms. 

The defence was a denial of liability. 

Defendants admitted that they erected the 
scaffolding of tubular steel poles, but denied 
that they had been guilty of negligence as 
alleged by the plaintiff or at all, or that any 
of the tubular steel poles were left unfastened 
or loose, or if they were so left (which was 
denied) the said plaintiff had himself been 
guilty of contributory negligence in failing to 
keep a proper or any look-out or take any 
adequate or any precautions for his own 
safety or to prevent himself falling. 

Alternatively, the defendants pleaded that 
if any pole or poles were loose as alleged, the 
plaintiff well knew, or ought to have known, 
that he was working upon a part of the 
scaffolding which had not been completed by 
the defendants, their servants or agents, and 
that he undertook voluntarily to run any 
risk that might be thereby involved, and with 
regard to that plea defendants relied on the 
maxim, volenti non fit injuria. 

In the further alternative, the defendants 
said the — was working upon a part of 
the scaffolding to which he gained access with- 
out the permission and consent of the defen- 
dants, and that in the circumstances they 
were under no duty to him. 

After hearing the evidence his lordship 
said it disclosed that no warning was given 
to the carpenters about the Joose tube, which 
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was obviously in the nature of a trap. Plain- 
tiff had sustained a fractured collar bone, «nd 
now, 13 months after the accident, he was in 
a wretched condition. 

His aera awarded plaintiff £1,019, 
which included £319 special damages, «nd 
gave judgment for him with costs. 


INQUIRY BUREAU

Dampness in Bungalow. 

Srr,—In a bungalow which I have recen‘ly 
bought, damp patches appear occasionally 
round the chimney in the sitting-room. The 
builder is puzzled, and suggests taking that 
part of the wall down. He is certain that 
nothing can get in from outside. A friend of 
mine has suggested that it might be due to 
salt in sand, cement or bricks. The trouble 
has not occurred in any other bungalow or 
the estate, and the builder says he has not 
come across it before. I do not want to have 
the wall down unless there is no other way 
of curing the trouble. Can you suggest any 
preparation to kill the salt or whatever may 
be causing the defect? It seems to show in 
damp weather, not necessarily during a heavy 
rain. A chimney tile has been put over the 
top of the chimney outside; the stack lias 
also been rebuilt and a special dampcourse 
inserted. There is no sign at all of any mois- 
ture on the boards under the tiles or in the 
loft. Help through the Inquiry Bureau would 
be appreciated. E. D.

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AUCTIONEERS’ AND 
ESTATE AGENTS’ INSTITUTE 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


{HE great increase in legislation relat- 
ing to the ownership and development of 
land introduced in post-war years, with 
the consequent additional opportunities 
jor the competent men of the profession 
to render increased service to their 
clients, was mentioned by Mr. Joseph 
F. Linney, President of the Auctioneers’ 
and Estate Agents’ Institute of the United 
Kingdom, at the Playhouse, Buxton, 
recently. 

Mr. Linney, who was delivering his presi- 
dential address at the annual conference of the 
Institute, after some introductory remarks, 
said: The development of real estate was 
almost immune from the effects of legislation 
until about 60 years ago, when, with the 
passing of the Public Health Act, 1875, which 
consolidated and extended certain Statutes, 2 
change occurred which had developed year by 
year. One of the features of post-war legis- 
lation had been the number of Acts of 
Parliament relating to the ownership and 
development of land, creating new problems, 
but at the same time affording additional 
opportunities for the competent men of the 
proleenae to render increased service to their 
clients. 

After referring briefly to the principal Acts 
affecting property passed in the last ten years, 
with which members of the profession must 
have a good working knowledge, the speaker 
went on to say: ‘‘ In addition there are many 
local Acts of Parliament, and the numerous 
Orders made by the Ministers of the Crown. 
There are also Sections in other Acts of Par- 
liament dealing with interests in land, ignor- 
ance of which on the part of an agent may 
result in loss to a client. 

“In view of the spate of legislation, to 
which T have referred, which shows no sign of 
diminishing, it is for no selfish reason that I 
urge upon members of the public the desir- 
ability, in their own interests, of seeking the 
help and assistance of properly trained 
advisers to act for them in all matters con- 
cerning real estate—men whose qualifications 
and correct professional conduct are indicated 
by membership of one of the recognised pro- 
fessional bodies. 

“It has always been to ine a matter of 
astonishment to notice how often a person 
accustomed to seek advice on almost any 
other subject will agree to purchase or rent 
property without advice; frequently, as sub- 
sequently transpires, to his or her own cost. 
I helieve that a competent estate agent or 
valuer, properly instructed and retained to 
act on behalf of the person concerned, will 
generally save very much more than the fees 
which his services involve, and, incidentally, 
avoid those delays and annoyances which often 
arise where a layman acts for himself.” 


Housing, 
ollowing some remarks on local public 
penditure, the speaker continued with the 
ject of housing, and said that practically 
ir million houses had been built since the 
‘'—nearly two and a half million by private 
‘erprise without State assistance, the 
‘jority of which had been acquired by the 
occupiers with the aid of Building Society 
loans, and saturation point for this type would 
appear to have been reached. The remaining 
one and a half million had been erected with 
State assistance, or directly by local authori- 
ties, In whose ownership they remained. 
‘rivate enterprise had not made any sub- 
stantial contribution to the task of housing 
that considerable portion of the working 
classes which, for various reasons, had not 
been able to take advantage of the ordinary 
facilities offered by Building Societies. Before 
the War there were abundant private invest- 
ment funds available to finance the provision 
ot houses for that type of tenant, but in- 
creased cost of construction, partly caused by 
the higher standards of comfort, coupled with 
increased transport charges due to scarcity of 
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available land convenient to the places of 
employment, had made it impossible without 
some form of assistance to provide houses 
which would show an economic return at the 
rents which the lower wage earners could 
afford to pay. 

The Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 
1933, was designed to encourage the erection 
by private enterprise of houses to let. This 
Act (the provisions of which were re-enacted 
in the Housing Act, 1936) provided for the 
utilisation of the funds of Building Societies 
where the local authority and the Government 
were prepared to co-operate by means of 
limited guarantee. The speaker suggested 
that local authorities might encourage private 
enterprise to make greater use of this Act and 
thus avoid expenditure on municipal housing 
and at the same time relieve themselves ot 
the embarrassing task of reconciling the con- 
flicting interests which occasionally arose 
between the owners of property, their tenants, 
and the local authority. 


THE BUILDING SURVEYORS’ 
ASSOCIATION 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


THe multiplicity of the duties of a 
building surveyor to a local authority were 
emphasised by Mr. G. W. Wright when he 
delivered his presidential address at the 
recent eighteenth annual general meeting of 
the Building Surveyors’ Association held at 
Oxford. 

Mr. Wricut said: ‘“‘On more than one 
occasion recently I have had to stress the 
importance and multiplicity of the duties of 
a building surveyor to a local authority. I 
need only mention their duties under the 
Public Health Act, 1936; Building By-laws, 
Factories Act, 1937; Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932; Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act, 1935; apart from their 
duties under local Acts; and yet, building 
surveyors with inadequate staffs are expected 
by a section of the public, the small-house 
purchaser, to give adequate protection on 
their behalf in their dealings with the 
speculative builder. It is, I think, generally 
recognised that the building surveyor to a 
local authority is the only person with inspec- 
torial authority between the purchaser of the 
small house and the speculative builder, and 
with a large area to cover, the district inspec- 
tor can only make infrequent visits to the 
work proceeding in his district. 

“‘In your official capacities you have all 
had the experience of the small-house pur- 
chaser complaining at your offices of the many 
faults which have shown themselves after the 
purchase of a house. ‘ Why did the building 
inspector not see this or that?’ is a frequent 
question. If your answer is ‘ The building 
inspector has not the time at his disposal to 
give close supervision to the construction of 
one particular house,’ or, possibly, ‘ He is not 
employed as a clerk of works,’ the answer is 
not accepted by the majority as being satis- 
factory. The new building by-laws, although 
an improvement on the series now operating 
in many districts, are inadequate for securing 
the desired improvement, particularly in 
house building, and only when building legis- 
lation administered by local authorities is 
stiffened, and adequate and qualified staffs 
are provided for the building surveyor, can 
one hope to see the annihilation of the ‘ jerry 
builder.’ 

**So far as new legislation is concerned in 
relation to the building surveyor, sufficient 
has already been said with regard to such 
enactments as the Public Health Act, 1936; 
the Factories Act, 1937; and the new build- 
ing by-laws; and although we are in the 
throes of the latter, it appears that we are 
likely to be saddled with further responsi- 
bilities under the Civil Defence Bill. It is 
possible that some local authorities will 
appoint, or already have appointed, special 
officers to deal with the requirements of the 

Bill, but the building surveyor is almost sure 
to be involved.”

BUILDING RESEARCH STATION’S FINAL 
REPORT. 


Tue Building Research Station of the De- 

partment of Scientific and Industrial Research 
has recently published the Final Report of 
Investigation on ‘‘Mortone’”’ for Messrs. 
I. S. W., Ltd., 41, Spenser-street, London, 
S.W.1. 
_“‘Mortone’’ is a proprietary stucco con- 
sisting of crushed and graded aggregates 
mixed with cement and hydrated lime in con- 
trolled proportions and with the addition of 
suitable pigments where necessary. A water- 
proofing material is also incorporated. 


A number of buildings rendered with ‘“‘ Mor- 
tone ’’ have been examined by representatives 
of the Building Research Station, and a panel 
of the rendering erected at the Station has 
been subjected to a water-penetration test. 


The Report states : ‘‘ All the buildings ren- 
dered with ‘ Mortone’ which were inspected 
as part of this investigation had the scraped 
finish, and the general character of the work 
was good. The renderings were first inspected 
after they had been exposed for a period of 
about 12 months, and no crazing or cracking 
could be observed. They were again 
examined after a further period of 12 months, 
and very little crazing or cracking could be 
detected after this period of exposure.’’ 


With regard to the panel, the Report 
states: ‘‘ The panel was constructed of 
London stock bricks in Flemish bend. The 
bricks were set in mortar of the following 
composition : Portland cement 1: hydrated 
lime 2: washed river sand 9: (by volume), 
and the joints were struck off flush with the 
surface of the panel. The rendering, which 
comprised three coats, was applied and 
finished by craftsmen employed by the firm. 
The rendering was tested when five weeks old 
for resistance to the penetration of water. 
The water was allowed to run continuously 
for six hours, and during this time no water 
penetrated through to the back of the wall. 
On the following day, examination showed 
that the back of the wall was still dry. A 
similar result was obtained after the panel 
had been exposed to the weather for a year.”’
